WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Foods Situation. _ Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


The canned foods market this week has been taking 
things decidedly easy, for the one report from all sections 
and person; is that there is nothing going on. It must cer- 
tainly be the quietest week in the year for canned foods, 
unless possibly next week may be more so. 

Just now all interests are casting up the year's experi- 
ences, and taking a reckoning of all that has transpired, 
good or bad. But from this very fact it can be seen that 
the year is considered as over, for it is not to early to count 
up the actions of 1911. Outside of urgent demand for a 
few foods of all kinds to fill in vacancies, and which vacan- 
cies are few in number, there could not be expected any 
amount of trading. The spirit of Christmas is abroad in 
the land, affecting canner, broker, jobber and retailer alike; 
so that more thought is given the subject and selection of 
gifts to friends and relatives than to business. 

And it is well that humanity is able thus to separate 
itself from the everlasting pursuit of money, and devote 
some of its time to the spending of it; for with all respect 
to the miser who loves the money for itself, the pleasure of 
money is in the spending. This pleasure is enhanced when 
the spirit that prompts the expenditure is guided by ‘‘sweet 
charity’’ and the feeling of good will to all mankind which 
this season occasions. It may be pleasant to meet ones 
uotes as they mature—the ability todo so a real pleasure 
—but at best it is a pleasure born of necessity; and the real 
Christmas spirit which prompts the expenditure of money 
to make others happy is an ennobling sentiment which 
tends to the development of the finest in man. So it is 
good for humanity that a short season, such as this, can be 
taken out of the year, and commercial worries put aside.

And yet our song would not sound natural unless we 
had at least a few notes on canned food. 

In looking over the list of quotations it is pleasant to 
note that all changes are in an upward way. Thus for in- 
stance sauer kraut, sweet potatoes, tomatoes and string 
beans, among the vegetables, are higher and in the frui's, 
apples and peaches have scored advances wherever changes 
aremade. These are the only items that have been changed 
in their figures, all others remaining as last quoted, with 
every evidence of strength. 

Sauer kraut for No. 3 fancy has gone from 70 to 8oc., 
which is not surprising since kraut of all kinds has been 
steadily advancing. No. 3 standards have advanced from 
65 to 7oc. 

Sweet potatoes for the No. 3 style have advanced from 
$1.10 to $1.15 a price that should please any canner who is 
. lucky enough to have any stocks. 

Tomatoes have advanced all along the line; fancy No. 3 
being quoted here at $1.15; standards at $1.10, and sec- 
onds at $1.00. Standard No. ros are quoted at $3 50, and 
there are so few of them about there is no guessing just 
where this price will go. In fact the great work in respect 
to tomatoes is to find them in any quantities, of good 
quality. 

In the fruits No. to apples in this market have ad- 
vanced from $1.80 to $1.90; and No. 3 are now held at 65c. 
Chroniclers should add this article to their list, which at 
present contains only corn, as one of the articles in vans at 
a very low price. 

No. 10 unpeeled peaches have advanced from $3.25 to 
$3 50, and are on the ‘‘scarce’’ list. 

So much for the actual conditions as they are today. 
For the future it would be hard to draw a more a‘tractive 
picture, for we have never seen things look brighter for 
canned foods. They are being eaten as never before, and 
what seems more pleasing, not only are these eaters coming 
back for more, but they are bringing others with them. 
And the whole reason is that they are finding the foods all 
they have a right to expect, all that they could desire; and 
the packers have brought about this changed condition. 
While they are reaping theirown reward we cannot re- 
frain from congratulating them, and as we believe they 
will continue to make quality the basis of their business, 
we can promise them even greater things during the year 
to come. 

A Merry Christmas to you, gentlemen, and to your 
family and to your friends, and may all happiness happen 
to suit you. 


Power at Rochester Exhibit.

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The New York Market 


Reported Each Week by our Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 


Changes and Outlook. 


New York. December 20, 1911. 

The Market.—The year is drawing toaclose. Only 
one week more and 1911 will be passed and the new year 
will begin. There is little new in the market this week. 
Sales have been made in small lots and buyers have picked 
up a few bargains here and there, but in the main the mar- 
ket has been dull and dealers lave been busy finishing up 
stock taking or getting ready for the turn of the year. 
‘Prices arefirm. The situation offers no indication of change 
until after the new year begins. Retailers are pushing 
holiday goods, taking full advantage of the only opportunity 
during the year when they can do that. They can sell 
eanned foodsallthetime. Holiday goods about one month. 
It is not difficult to determine what they will do under such 
circumstances. Nevertheless, there has been a fair run of 
business and sales have been fully as heavy as a year ago. 
Canned food men are pleased at this confidence in their 
particular line and think it indicates good business during 
the coming year. It seems to be true that canned foods 
have shared in the general activity of the season more than 
heretofore, while the situation has improved because of the 
shortage of some of the principal varieties of canned arti- 
cles. This, of course, is from the sellers’ standpoint. 
Perhaps the buyer would have a different view of the sit- 
uation. In the main there is a disposition to look upon the 
year pow closing as a good one for the canned food busi- 
ness, while the outlook for the coming year is considered 
quite as promising. 

Tomatoes.—The market seems to be quiet, almost 
dull, though here and there a buyer comes in and picks up 
a job lot which will carry him over until the holiday trade 
ends. The general situation is unchanged and holders are 
firm in their views on prices. The season which has just 
closed has been an exceptional one in this market and sales 
have been heavy at high prices. The dangerous feature 
now is that prices will advance to the point where consum- 
ers will feel that they cannot use them as freely as they 


have done. No. 3s are held steadily closely up to $1.10 
and the tendency is upward rather than downward. Any 
considerable advance beyond this will have a tendency to 
check sales. It is probable that $1.25 would create con- 
sternation in the market and stop business in many direc- 
tions. No. 2s are steady, but movement is slow. No. ros 
are quiet, but are firmly held, the attitude of holders being 
based upon the shortage which characterizes the supply. 
What will come after the holiday lull it is impossible to say. 
But there seems to be no indication of a reduction in price. 

Corn.—Immense quantities of low priced corn have 
been distributed to retail dealers since the season closed. 
Chain stores and departments in the big stores have taken 
it and have offered supplies at very low figures. Lower 
than can be continued after this grade is exhausted. 
Meanwhile buyers have been taking advantage of thesitua- 
tion and when opportunity offered have picked up low 
priced lots of the better grade goods. This will put them 
in exce lent position when the prices begin to advance as 
they will after the dullness which follows the holidays. 
The situation in corn isinteresting many dealers and others. 
It promises well. Being the only vegetable which is even 
approaching a low price it will sell rapidly and that means 
an advance before very long. The supply isn’t inexhaus- 
tible, though some may think from what has been printed 
that itis. There is, however, this feature about corn. 
The pack was larger than that of anything else and the 
poor stock is nearly cleaned up. What comes after the 
turn of the year promises to make holders pleased with the 
conditions. 

Peas.—There are few to be had. Seldom has a year 
closed when the stock was so nearly exhausted as it isnow. 
Best grades are hard to find and only the highest prices 
will bring out the goods. The Yesult of this is that move- 
ment is slow and most holders are indifferent to the offers 
of very many buyers. Futures have sold liberally and 
many Western packers are reported practically sold up to

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their limit. In the Kast less has been done in this direc- 
tion, therefore it is not easy to say what will occur now 
that the holiday trade is closing. It is certain that the 
stock available is very light and that necessarily means 
higher prices when movement is resumed The spring 
buying will have to begin shortly and when it does buyers 
will discover how hard it is to secure stocks of the better 
grades. 

Beans.—The year has been a fair one for all grades 
and varieties. It is, perhaps, true that sales have not 
quite come up to expectations since the packing season 
closed. But with all other varieties of vegetables scatce 
beans will revive as soon as stock taking is finished. It is 
quite likely that sales will expand materially and there 
will be a general upward tendency to everything but the 
poorest offerings. 

Asparagus.—No change is reported. Sales are small 
and prices are firmly held, thotigh here and there a seller 
has offered at reduced quotations to clear out his holdings. 
These instances are few however, and business is rather 
dull because of it. The fancy grades are more firmly held 
and sales have been made in small lots only, while the low- 
er quali ies are unchanged at previous range of value. 

Spinach.—The market is firm and there is consider- 
able inquiry. The situation has not changed materially 
during the past week or two. Total sales during the year 
have been larger than those of any previous year and the 
outlook for the coming season is promising. 

Fruits.— Not much change has been noted in fruits of 


late and sales have been made at full outside quotations 
and buyers have taken as little as possible. Fancy Califor- 
nia stocks have been held firmly up to quotations and there 
has been more or less effort among some holders to create 
a feeling that buyers better take hold now. But despite 
all that little has been done of late. The holiday influence 
has stopped some movement and there has been some in- 
difference otherwise. Southern fruits have had a good 
year and the situation has not improved materially with 
any of them. Conditions are more favorable now than 
they have been, but the outlook does not favor any parti- 
cular change for the present. 

Salmon.—The market is held firmly up to quotations, 
but movement is slow and buyers, as a whole, are indiffer- 
ent. It may be that when the spring demand begins there 
will be more activity, but under present conditions the sale 
will not be more active thanit is at present. Supplies are 
light and holders show no disposition to accommodate buyers 
with liberal offerings. The market as a whole will probably 
remain at its present level until the new season increases 
available supplies. 

Sardines.—Some pressure to sell has been noted, but 
the outzo ne has not been altogether satisfactory to the 
holders. The feeling is that there will be more movement 
after the turn of the year. At present indifference marks 
the actions of both buyers and sellers. 

Merry Christmas.—Wishing all readers of THE 
TRADE the complimen s of the season, the writer closes for 
this week.

Christmas and New Year Greeting.—After tender- 
ing to the readers of THE TRADE a Christmas greeting and 
my well wishes for a Happy and Prosperous New Year, I 
desire to say something about this town as a canned food 
market, which may have a tendency to upset some of the 
eroneous theories and false prejudices which have been in 
vogue in the past. 

I shall not attempt to write anything about the canned 
food market of the week as /here is none; for buyers are 
getting ready to ‘‘take stock’’ and will not buy, and brok- 
ers are awaiting the pleasure and convenience of the buyers. 

A few contracts for futures are being made, but only 
in a small way, everybody being disposed to wait until the 


result of 1911 business is known before taking on any new 
contracts 


Chicago as a Canned Food Market.—A packer came 
to Chicago not long ago to sell a few thousand cases of 
canned food somewhat damaged by water and fire. He 
asked me as a broker, to help sell the lot. 

I told him that judging from his samples, the goods 
were not in bad condition and that they could be cleaned 
up, labeled, scoured and sold, provided the contents of the 


cans were unaffected and provided the gua/ity of the pro- 
duct was desirable.

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He said that he had always heard that Chicago was a 
dumping ground for off quality of canned food, aud that it 
did not matter much what the quality was if the price was 
low enough. 

I told him that there never was a greater slander or a 
more untruthful misrepresentation, and that if the quality 
was not in his cans, he could not sell the goods at any price 
in Chicago. 

He opened several samples (corn) and after examin- 
ing them, I told him that the goods could not be sold in 
this market. He laughed and said if I would take him up 
against some of the buyers he would sell the goods. 

I immediately went to the telephone and named his 
price to a buyer, described the conditions of the cans and 
sold the entire lot at his price, subject to approval of sam- 
ples as to quality. 

We visited the buyer at once. He said that he did 
not object to the condition of the cans. He cut the sam- 
ples and found the corn tu be tough, tasteless, hard and 
inedible, and at once said, ‘‘I cannot use it.’’ 

The owner asked why and was told that the quality 
was not in the can. He then asked for an offer and the 
buyer said, ‘‘I cannot use that stuff at any price. The 
water and smoke and rust have not injured the contents, 
and the cans could be cleaned and labeled, but Chicago 
will not take canned foods that haven’t merit or quality 
inside the cans. If we sell it to our people it comes back 
with added expense, and we displease and lose our cus- 
tomers,”’ 

The packer blustered considerably and said he would 
never try to sell anything in Chicago again at any price, 
and I took his samples to three other buyers with the same 
result and he went home cussing Chicago, her brokers and 
her buyers to the tenth generation. 

I use this story which is an event recent, actual and 
true, to illustrate my statement that Chicago as a canned 
food market is a quality market. 

It is in my opinion the largest distributive market in 
the world for canned food, but it is one of the poorest mar- 
kets in the world for poor canned foods. 

Packers and brokers might just as well divest them- 
selves of the impression that Chicago will buy anything in 
canued foods at a price, for it is not true. 

My experience here as a buyer, then as a broker, 
prompts me to say that Chicago buyers of canned foods 
are conscientious, careful, critical and exacting as to quali- 
ties. They want to buy goods as low as possible, of 
course, but quality takes precedence over price every time.

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Muzh of this critical spirit I admit comes from the very 
general use of private labels, in buying for which jobbers’ 
buyers are painstaking, careful and exacting, and I admit 
that they are not so exacting when they buy goods under 
packers’ labels as when they buy for their own labels, but 
even under packers’ labels when bought on grade and not 
on sample, the grade must be in the can. 

It is of no use for packers, therefore, to think that 
they can find a market here at a price for their tough, in- 
edible corn, their green and bad flavored tomatoes, their 
windfall apples, their stringy and tough beans, their faded 
beets, their done over salmon, their hard, yellow and mushy 
peas and similar goods. 

Chicago don’t want and will not buy such goods even 
at sacrifice prices, for her buyers are among the ablest in 
the world and have long since learned that poor qualities 
of canned foods are poor at any price, and have learned to 
resist the temptation to let price pursuade them to ignore 
quality. 

They have found that the extra profit they might 
make on an inferior article of poor quality is fictitious, for 
the return of the goods and loss of customers and reputa- 
tion, soon overcomes the extra profit. 

A canned food buyer in Chicago is held responsible 
for the success and profit of his department, and numerous 
instances of a buyer being careless or ignorant or indifferent 
as to qualities can be recalled, as the result of which his 
department made no profit and the buyer lost his position. 

Another statement that I can base upon my experience 
and observation in this city, is that the food buyers of Chi- 
cago are fair, honorable and upright. 

They want all that is justly due them and will get it, 
but they ask no more, and they are liberal in that they 
will frequently concede a point or submit to asmall imposi- 
tion rather than to appear unfair or unjust. 

They are quick to arbitrate and if a packer believes 
himself agrieved or unfairly treated a Chicago buyer will 
at once ask him to select his representative to arbitrate the 
difference in opinion. 

On the other hand, fine quality in canned foods can 
always be sold in Chicago, and sold quickly for all it is 
worth. 

I do not mean that things that the owner thinks are 
of fine quality can be sold here, but things that really are 


‘so; for Chicago buyers are good, quick and accurate judges 


of fine quality and are thoroughly posted on comparative 
value and merit of canned foods. 

I do not write in this article merely of a few of the big 
buyers who represent the great world famed houses, but I 
write of al) the Chicago buyers in canned foods for it is a 
fiercely competitive market and the small house must be as 
careful and as critical as the large house in order to gain 
and hold customers. 

You can now and then hear a packer who don’t know 
the Chicago market cussing it for sundry reasons but you 
can depend upon it, that his grievance resulted from an 
effort to ‘‘put something over a buyer’’ in Chicago and its 
failure; or an honest ignorance in relation to the real merit 
of his grievance. WRANGLER. 


HEROIC ACT SAVED HIM. 


Elkton, Md.—A heroic act performed over two years ago 
has, in all probability, saved Ben Hamon, a white youth, of 
Bald Friar section of this county, from serving a term in the 
House of Correction. He was arrested the past week and lodged 
in the county jail here on the charge of stealing 18 gallon cans 
of tomatoes from a wrecked freight car on the Columbia and 
Port Deposit railroad some time ago. After being placed in 
jail here the young man acknowledged that he was guilty 
of stealing the tomatoes and told what he had done with them. 
Eight of the cans were found:buried along the side of a hill 
where Hamon said he had placed them. He told the officers 
a pitiable story regarding his life. 

The railroad officers also learned that he was the same 
boy who, two years ago, discovered a broken rail in the Co- 
lumbia and Port Deposit railroad near Bald Friar, ran nearly 
half a mile to a signal tower, where he reported the condition 
of things, just in time to prevent a very serious passenger-train 
wreck. The railroad company at the time rewarded the youth. 
When the officers reported that the youth arrested for the theft 
of tomatoes was the same one who had prevented what would 
probably have resulted in a serious loss of both life and prop- 
erty the railroad officials ordered the charges dropped upon 
condition that the boy pay for the articles he had taken, giving 


him credit for the eight cans of tomatoes that were found. The 
youth was released.

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The California Market 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by our Special 


Correspondent for the past week. 


San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 16, 1911. 

A Merry Christmas: The holiday season is again with us, 
the blessed season of the year when all men carry in their 
hearts and exhibit in their daily life to a greater or less extent 
the spirit of ‘“‘Peace on Earth, Good Will to Men.” This 
season is always, or at least should be, one of regenerated 
feeling—“‘the season of kindling not merely the fire of hos- 
pitality in the hall, but the genial flame of charity in the 
heart.”’ This beautiful thought if considered carefully cannot 
fail to point out many ways in which we may radiate sunshine 
and happiness during the coming year. But only once can 
we pass through this world, and it behooves us to bear in mind 
that any good deed done or kindness shown to a fellow-being 
counts in our favor in the eventual summing up. If great 
deeds cannot be done, smaller ones have their own reward. A 
cheering word, a helping hand or encouraging interest can be 
put into practice daily. If we criticise, let us do so in the true 
spirit of appreciation, of which true criticism consists, instead 
of depreciation. Within a short time the old year will have 
passed away and we will have crossed the threshold of Nine- 
teen-twelve. The ensuing year is laden with golden opportu- 
nities and prospects in the Coast territory that were never 
brighter.

A General Clean-Up: California canners are now wind- 
ing up one of the most successful year’s business in the history 
of the industry, and conditions are very favorable for next 
season’s operations. Stocks of canned fruits are now at low 
ebb in first hands and a general clean-up will be made long 
before packing operations are commenced next summer. In 
no line is it anticipated that there will be a carry-over, a con- 
dition that has not existed for several seasons and one which 
indicates that a very large pack will be made next year if 
stocks are obtainable. A few new plants are being planned 
and additions are being made to others, but generally speaking 
the new establishments are being fitted up for the packing of 
specialties such as tamales, soups, olives, etc. The State is well 
supplied with fruit canning plants and these are fitted up with 
equipment capable of turning out an enormous output and 
the firms now in the business will not be called upon next sea- 
son to make such heavy expenditures for machinery as has 
been the case in the recent past. With well equipped plants, 


heavy contracts in hand for stocks of fresh fruits and with old 
stocks well cleaned up the outlook is indeed bright for the 
California canner.

Asparagus: A steady demand is being experienced for 
California canned asparagus and the encouraging manner in 
which orders have been coming in of late has encouraged 
packers to believe that by the first of April, when packing will 
again be under way, the old pack will be out of first hands. 
The asparagus situation on the Coast, which last year was a 
matter of grave concern to packers, is gradually clearing and 
the business gives promise of being on a firm basis again at 
an early date. The pack last season was materially curtailed 
and this, together with the extremely low prices ruling, has 
brought about a most encouraging condition. Canned as- 
paragus is now being given increased attention at the hands of 
retailers and now that the latter have disposed of old stocks 
on hand prices have been reduced to the consumer with the 
result that consumption is being greatly increased. A halt has 
been called in the planting of large fields to this vegetable and 
quite an acreage has been plowed up lately so that the threat- 
ened over-production has been averted. Most of the large pack- 
ing concerns now have their own fields, and this will mean that 
a steadiness in the price of the canned article will result as all 
are now practically on an even footing. 


Tomatoes: While one or two firms are still selling canned 
tomatoes at the prices that have been ruling for the past month 
most of the others who have stocks are asking slightly higher 
rates. Wholesalers are realizing that it will be a matter of 
but a short time until there will be material advances made in 
price and have recently issued quotations as follows: No. 2% 
Standards, 90c.; No. 8, do, $3.00; No. 2% solid pack, $1.15; 
No. 3, do, $1.25. 

Lobster: Canned lobster and French sardines are in very 
light supply here, and it will be some time before shipments 
ean be received. Higher prices are being quoted on both 
articles. Further advances have been made in the price of 
Japanese crab meat, but there is but little trading being done, 
the price now being considered too high. 


Salmon: Many inquiries are now being received by Coast 
salmon packers for salmon of next season’s pack, these in- 
creasing in number from week to week. No business is being 
booked as it is preferred to wait until it can be seen how the 
1911 pack works off, but there is no doubt but that some large 
sales could be made if desired. Preparations are being made 
for the putting up of an immense pack of salmon in Alaskan 
waters next season and a number of new plants will be 
erected. However, this does not mean that there will be an 
increase in the size of the Salmon pack, for it must be con- 
sidered that the Puget Sound pack for 1912 will show a great 
decrease as compared with that of 1911, and it is unlikely that 
the increase in the size of the Alaskan pack will be great 
enough to offset this. Canning interests are of the opinion that 
the National Government is preparing to regulate the Alaskan 
fisheries and as many new plants as possible will be installed 
while the field is still open. This is one reason for the activity 
that will soon be showing itself in the erection of new plants.

The pineapple canning season in Hawaii is being greatly 
lengthened this year, and the winter crop will be packed in- 
stead of being shipped to the mainland in the fresh state.

SEZKS TO DEFINE STATUS OF SWELLS. 


A special committee, composed of Messrs. Pfeiffer, Luken- 
bill and J. L. Burke, was appointed Monday, July 28, by 
President Dammann, of the St. Louis Retail Grocers’ Associa- 
tion, to investigate the circumstances surrounding the refusal ° 
of a wholesale grocer to allow a reclamation charge for 10 
cases of salmon, 2% cases of which are said to be ‘swells.’ 
It is not unlikely that a test case will be made and tried in 
court in order to determine whether the retail grocer has the 
privilege of returning ‘‘swells’’ to the jobber from whom they 
were bought, at any time after their purchase, says the In- 
terstate Grocer. 

This matter was brought up by M. Kelly, Jr., who stated 
that a year ago last month he bought the salmon from a house 
he had been dealing with for some’years. When he opened 
the first case he found the cans to be swelled. He opened 
another case and found the same trouble. In all, he said, 2% 
cases were in bad condition. He called the attention of the firm 
to the matter and finally returned the goods. The return was 
made last July. With the next bill of goods he got the sal- 
mon back. 

He refused to pay for the fish and recently was advised by 
the house that unless payment was made it would place the 
account in the hands of its attorney. Kelly told the association 
that inasmuch as the association was formed for the pro- 
tection of its members he believed it ought to stand back 
of him and aid in fighting the suit if it was brought. He said 
he would fight, regardless of the association’s actions. 


Wanted Food Men to Investigate. 

George Schmel said he believed the association ought to 
notify the wholesale house that unless it allowed Mr. Kelly’s 
claim, the aid of the Missouri food commissioner would be 
invoked, saying that it was really a matter tor the pure food

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authorities to handle. There was discussion as to whether job- 
bers should advise their retail customers, by notation on in- 
voices, of the time limit in which they could return swelled and 
otherwise damaged and unsalable goods. Then Pfeiffer, after 
a motion to refer the matter to the Grievance Committee had 
been withdrawn, moved that a special committee be appointed. 
President Dammann, after saying he believed the association

Pfeiffer also moved that a special committee be appointed 
to investigate the sale of oleomargerine as butter and the ad- 
vertising of it as ““Elgin creamery”’ by a certain chain store sys- 
tem which is advertising itself as ‘‘trust busters.’’ Pfeiffer 
waxed sarcastic over the methods of this system and caused 
laughter by his witty shots. 

Should Watch Abuses. 

George J. Schulte said the association should follow up all 
such abuses. He rapped ‘four flushers’’ who make a big 
splurge by advertising and called attention to the harm done 
to the rest of the grocers of the city by such methods. George 
Schmel also had something to say on the subject and the result 
of the discussion was that Pfeiffer, Schulte and Schmei were 
named as members of the special committee. Burke sug- 


gested that the committee be made public so that publicity 
could be given and the fakes and advertising frauds be shown 
up. No action was taken on his suggestion, however.

The Following Opinions from Large Handlers of Canned Foods, as regards Selling 


and Buying, will be Found Interesting to All Concerned. 


TOMATOES. 
Thos. J. Meehan & Co., December 16: 


The feature in the market this week was the continued 
activity in Tomatoes and a further advance in the prices of 
them, with strong indications of a higher range of quotations 
early in the new year, based on reports of light stock carried 
by the canners as well as the jobbers, which appear to be 
well-founded. It is an axiom in the trade that a sustained 
advance in the prices is seldom experienced while a large per- 
centage of the season’s pack, remains in the hands of the 
canners, but the course of the market, so far, proves the rule. 
Not only has the advance in prices been fully sustained up to 
this date, without the slightest sign of any reaction at any 
time, excepting once, since the canning season opened in 
August last, but it has all the ear-marks of permanency. Sur- 
prising statements are being made concerning the small stocks 
of Tomatoes remaining in the hands of canners in Maryland, 
Delaware and New Jersey, and they come from reliable sources, 
but there is no way to verify them absolutely, at least not 
until the official statistics of the National Canners’ Associa- 
tion are published, which by-the-way are expected to be issued 
any day now. 


H. P. Strasbaugh, December 13: 


Nothing to offer but cleaning up lots—offerings exceedingly 
few. It may be possible to obtain a few scattering lots of 
STRICTLY Standard Tomatoes at $1.07%, but the market for 
this grade is practically $1.10, with few sellers. The position 
of holders seems to be that they are no more anxious to take 
business at $1.10 than they were at $1.05 or when $1.00 going. 
There has been business at $1.00 and $1.05, and considerable 
Tomatoes have changed hands the past two weeks on this 
basis; holders’ stocks have been depleted; quite a good many 
were sold at $1.00, and a fair percentage of the remaining 
unsold lots were disposed of at $1.05. Extra Standards have 
been in demand at $1.10; so many inducements have been 
thrown out to holders, they have not been able to hold their 
stocks intact, and as a result, those who held a few, and 
declined $1.00, now, for various reasons and propositions they 
have been compelled to part with at least half of the stocks 
then held. Everyone that holds 3s Tomatoes and strictly 
Standard quality expects to get $1.25 for the major portion of 
their present holdings; they want to be able to say that they 
sold Tomatoes at $1.25, and are holding back a car or two 


expectant of this price. 2s look good for $1.00 and over; a 
car or two of fair Standards might be obtained at 87% cents, 
but 90 and 95 cents is the idea of holders today, and if they 
were offered business at 90 cents unattached, the probabilities 
are that 95 cents would be the prevailing price. A few 10s at 
$3.50 and nothing else under $3.75. The market is strong 
with tendency upward, and there is every expectation of much 
higher prices in the near future. 


Smith-Webster Co., December 16: 


STANDARDS No. 3 TOMATOES have sold freely during the 
week at $1.10, factory. TWOS have been in demand at 85c. 
to 90c. There are practically no UNLABELED Tomatoes of 
either size to be had at any price. By the time this reaches 
the trade the prices of THREES will be nearly, if not quite, 
$1.15, and TWOS will be 95c. 


Wm. Silver & Co., December 14: 


This week a good many orders came in for 8s Standard 
Tomatoes at $1.05 and $1.07%, but nothing of Standard 
quality is obtainable under $1.10 f. 0. b. factory, in carloads, 


' except some small lots that packers wanted to sell in order to 


have a clean house by January list, and these brought from 
$1.05 to $1.07%. There is no doubt about Tomatoes being 
scarce and as the buying increases so will the price. 


C. W. Baker & Sons, December 14: 


That there is an actual scarcity of Tomatoes is evidenced 
by the fact that the market so far this month, conceded to be 
about the dullest month in the year, has advanced 7% to 
10c. per dozen. Further comments are unnecessary. We have 
two small lots of No. 3 Standard Tomatoes, one of 325 cases 
and one of 178 cases, which we can buy at $1.10 per dozen, 
f. o. b. county rate. We also have two straight cars on the 
Peninsula at $1.10 f. 0. b. The market on No. 2 Standards is 
87% to 90c. and very few to be had.

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What is a ‘“‘Flipper’’ and Why ? 


It has been said that the man who never made a mistake 
never did anything; and it might also be said of things canning— 
the inanimate things like machines and the supplies, that the 
thing never misused or maltreated is not worth while. 

This was forcibly brought out at a “little” dinner given at 
the Arkwright Club, in New York city on Thursday evening, No- 
vember the 23rd, at which Mr. W. G. Bogle and Mr. Geo. W. 
Cobb were the hosts, and the “thing” was the Sanitary Can, 
made famous in the United States and Canada by these two 
gentlemen. Invitations announced a “little dinner,” but upon 
assembling it was found there were present all the great grocery 
jobbers of New York and vicinity, the leading canned goods 
brokers, a number of notable canners, experts in can manu- 
facture and a lone scribe, to the number of about forty. 

After a sumptuous feast, as only such hosts as these could 
provide and in a manner for which this club is famous, Mr. 
Bogle, as toastmaster, introduced the cause of or reason for the 
gathering, i.e., the Sanitary Can, and its possibilities. He called 
on Mr. George Cobb for a brief history of this new style can. 

Mr. Cobb in reply reminded the jobbers of the demands 
they formerly made on canners for goods it was impossible to 
produce, for bartlett pears of the largest and best quality, which 
could not be passed through the cap hole of the can, with a fine 
clear syrup free from shavings and bits of the pears, which 
the cap hole rims always cut off. Or again they asked for whole 
peaches, or tomatoes it was not possible to get into the can 
without mutilation, or for asparagus with the green tips where 
they belonged and not “mushed” up as was necessary in trying 
to pass the stalks through the small cap openings. He cites the 
fact that Mr. Bogle, who sold the output of the Cobb Preserving 
Company, was the loudest in these demands. But it was also Mr. 
Bogle—back in 1901—who brought to Mr. Cobb the new, open-top

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can introduced by Mr. Max Ams, and induced Mr. Cobb to put 


‘in the machinery to make the cans and to try them at their 


canning factory at Fairport, New York. After many trials and 
tribulations some goods were packed in these new cans, and as 
Mr. Cobb put it “not a great many more than half of them 


spoiled.” The next year but little better success was made, but 
there was serious thought of dropping the experiment. But it 


was decided to try another year, and that by making some 
changes and corrections in mind, it might be made go. The 
third year, or in 1904, the problem seemed solved, for the losses 
were comparatively light. 

In 1905 they decided to acceed to the requests of other can- 
ners for this style can, and so began the manufacture of the 
Sanitary Can. So rapidly has this can grown in use that in 
each of their Fairport and Indianapolis plants they produced 
during the past season as high as 600,000 cans in one day, 
and there were used during the pack of 1911 over 500,000,000 
Sanitary Cans. In other words, from a flat start ten years 
ago, and an actual start six years ago, Sanitary Cans have 
jumped from nothing to 500,000,000, and fresh truits and vege- 
tables such as the jobbers and grocers called for are now packed 
successfully in them. 

As might be supposed, in their rapid growth some canners 
have not been as careful in their use as they should have been. 
Mr. Cobb went on to explain where this trouble arose it usually 
showed itself in what are known as “springers,” or “flippers,” 
resembling the usual “swell,’’ but unlike the latter in that the 
contents of the “flipper” or “springers” is always perfectly sweet. 
This trouble he attributes to either filling the cans too full or 
from failing to exhause properly. 

In all cases investigated one of these two troubles have been 
found the cause. He called attention to the fact that this past 
season a large percentage of the salmon pack was made in San- 
itary Cans, and that next year all of it would be in Sanitary 
Cans. 

Mr. Bogle then introduced Mr, H. A. Baker, who is the expert 
for the American Can Company, chemical laboratory, and who 
had prepared a paper on this question. Mr. Baker read the 
paper which was published in our issue of the first. 

In answer to Mr. Bogle’s invitation for questions, Mr. W. B. 
Timms responded and took occasion to say that if he had not 
been converted before, he was now, and that after hearing Mr. 
Baker could well believe there was a great future for the open 
top can. He also thanked the hosts for the hospitality enjoyed. 
Mr. Seeman likewise took occasion to pla¢e himself on record 
as being a friend of this style package,.as there was no question 
but that it solved the problem of fine goods in many lines. 

Mr. Chapman, who has been both canner and wholesaler, 
reminded his hearers that the remarkable record made by the 
Sanitary Can marked simply a great step in advance and that 
the one thing which prevented an even greater record was that 
the can is comparatively new. But, he said, it is not new in 
Europe, that in many countries where they have learned how 
to use it, it is the only can used. He urged them not to go 
back to the old conditions of mashed fruits, cloudy syrups and 
the piece of solder to the contents of every can. 

In fact all present heartily endorsed the open-top can, and 
expressed it as their belief that few little troubles now ex- 
perienced with it would rapidly disappear. 

When it is realized the class of men giving expression to 
these beliefs, the men who stand between the canner and the 
consumer, and who hold the answer in their hands, it will be 
seen that education along this line has progressed to a wonderful 
degree.

PTOMAINE POISONING. 


From Grocer’s Gazette, London. 


It will be within the recollection of our readers that we 
have frequently advocated the advisability of the strictest 
enquiry being made into each and every case where ptomaine 
poisoning is alleged, and striking testimony to the soundness 
of our views is furnished by a statement made at a meeting 
of the Bradford Grocers’ Association held on Monday last. It 
will be seen by the report, which appears in another column, 
that a grocer in the West Riding of Yorkshire having sold a 
tin of salmon received a complaint that a person who haa 
taken some of the fish had been seized with illness. Subse- 
quently death took place, and the doctor certified it as probably 
being due to ptomaine poisoning. A post-mortem examination 
was asked for with the result that it was established that the 
death was not due to ptomaine poisoning nor to the eating of 
salmon. In August last we published some exceedingly val- 
uable information received from American sources showing 
the extreme improbability of anything but a small proportion 
of the cases of alleged ptomaine poisoning being due to the 


cause alleged, and on a more recent occasion we quoted the 
experience of the National Canners’ Association, whose bureau 
in twelve months has investigated over 100 cases without in 
any single instance finding that the illness has been caused 
by the use of canned foods. These evidences prove that the 
policy of silence which has been continued for so long has 
been a mistaken one, besides exhibiting an utter and causeless 
want of confidence in the articles sold. Whilst we have never 
swerved from the belief that the bulk of the cases of alleged 
ptomaine poisoning have been wrongly diagnosed and de- 
scribed, we are yet of the opinion that if they were based on 
incontrovertible fact it was to the advantage of the trade that 
the whole truth should be known, so that any defects in manu- 
facture might then be amended. But so far as has been ascer- 
tained no such defects exist and all evidence points to common 
mistakes in diagnosis of the illnesses which have been attrib- 
uted to ptomaine poisoning, and strict enquiry would, in the 
large majority of cases, establish the purity and soundness of 
the goods. 


THE ST. PIERRE FISHERIES. 


se 

The 1911 season was very unsatisfactory for the St. Pierre 
fishermen. Bait was scarce, and the catch of codfish fell far 
short of what it has been in recent years. But few fishing 
houses cleared expenses. 

The fleet on the Grand Banks numbered 50 schooners, of 
which 5 were lost. The average catch per vessel was 1,500 
green quitals (quintal equals 112 pounds), against 2,400 quin- 
tals in 1910 and 2,700 quintals in 1909. The total catch for 
the fleet was only 75,000 quintals, or 50,000 quintals less than 
in 1910. About 900 men were engaged, says Consul Douglas 
Jenkins. 

In the near-shore fishery 680 men were employed. The to- 
tal catch is estimated at 22,000 quintals, in contract to 26,500 
quintals in 1919. The capelin baiting, in which many of these 
fishermen engage, was a complete failure in St. Pierre this 
year. Toward the close of the season cod became plentiful, 
which saved these smaller fishermen from what would other- 
wise have been a disastrous year for them. 

There were but 7 steam trawlers on the Newfoundland 
Banks this year, 5 less than in 1910. These vessels took, on 
an average, 3,000 green quintals of codfish, approximately the 
same as last year. There were 235 sailing vessels from French 
ports, against 212 in 1910, but the catch is not known in St. 
Pierre. Including the trawlers and the St. Pierre fleet, there 
was a total of 292 vessels flying the French flag on the New- 
foundland Banks during 1911. 

The price of codfish was high throughout the season, being 
$4.40 per quintal. The average last year was $3.14 per quin- 
tal. The price of bait, both capelin and squid, was abnor- 
mally high at all times.

HOW MUCH IS A BUSHEL. 


(From the Youth’s Companion). 


The principal work of the Bureau of Standards in Washing- 
ton is to establish scientifically accurate standards for the 
weights and measures used in the United States. Recently the 
bureau has been engaged in gathering statistics to show the 
legal weight of a bushel of different commodities, as fixed 
either by national legislation or by State Legislatures for the 
purposes of trade within the States. 

In the case of a few commodities only, such as wheat, oats 
and peas, are the legal weights uniform throughout the coun- 
try, and in many cases they differ widely. Nerther do the legal 
weights which the bureau has listed represent a volume equal 
to the bushel of 2,150.42 cubic inches—the United States 
bushel, so-called. 

On account of the variations in the densities of commodi- 
ties in different localities and in different seasons, it is impos- 
sible to fix with any degree of certainty the weight of a given 
volume of any commodity, such as potatoes, apples, coal or 
corn. Since, therefore, the actual weight can be fixed only 
approximately, it is important that in transactions in whicb 
the bushel measure is used it be distinctly understood which 
bushel is meant; that is, whether a volume of 2,150.42 inches 
or a certain number of pounds. Since these two definitions of 
the bushels are contradictory, the bureau recommends that all 


sales be made by weight, as is now the practice in all transac- 
tions in wheat. 


There are 84 commodities for which legal weights in pounds 
to the bushel have been generally adopted by the States. The 
list begins with alfalfa seed and ends with wheat, both of which 
run 60 pounds to the bushel. Apples range between 45 and 50 


pounds to the bushel; dried apples, 24 to 28; barley 47 and 
48, and so on. 


LABELS

The list includes vegetables, fresh and dried, seeds of many 
kinds, charcoal, coal, berries, meats, nuts, lime, fruits, salt and 
popcorn. 

In some cases the United States standard has been adopted; 
in other cases where there is no United States standard the 
States have had to fix their own. In some instances there is a 
considerable difference in the standards. For example, malt 
ranges from 30 to 38 pounds to a bushel and popcorn from 42 
in the ear in Ohio to 70 shelled in lowa. When such great dif- 
ferences occur, however, there is usually a reason, such as the 
presence or absence of the cobs. Knowing this, traders make 
proper allowances. It is interesting to notice that peas, clover 
seed and wheat are all rated at 60 pounds to the bushel and 


that in these commodities such States as have a standard make 
t conform to that of the federal government. 


Here is a list of the United States standard weights for 
all the commodities for which it has been established: 

Barley, 50; buckwheat, 42; bituminous coal, 80; corn, 56; 
cornmeal, 48; flaxseed (linseed), 56; malt, 34; oats, 32; peas, 
60; potatoes, 60; rye, 56; wheat, 60. 

The table published by the Bureau of Standards is valuable 
to the middleman who deals with producers in various parts 
of the country. It is also valuable to the statistician, who may 
want to ascertain, for example, the difference in the cost of 
living between certain localities. Without knowing accurately 
how much of a given product there is in a bushel, the or- 
dinary man would be wholly at a loss to know whether or not 
he was getting like quantity for like money. 

If the time arrives when goods are sold by a universal 
standard throughout the Union, such a table as the one just de- 
seribed will become unnecessary. Until then it is useful, both 
to the producer of crops and the consumer.

TIN-MINING OPENING IN MALAYSIA. 


In talking over the tin industry with a local business man, 
says Consul D. Milton Figart, I am led to believe that there is 
an opportunity for American capital to invest in this country 
for the purpose of smelting the ore and shipping it direct to 
America. As the greater part of tin mined in the Malay Pe- 
ninsula eventually reaches the United States, a big saving 
would be gained, not only in freight but in intermediate com- 
mission charges levied in London. 

At present the major portion of the smelting industry is in 
the hands of the Straits Trading Co. and the Eastern Smelting 
Co. Seventy-eight per cent. of the tin of the Malay Peninsula, 
however, is mined by the Chinese. One of the many small 
islands located near the Peninsula could be purchased and a 
smelter erected thereon, so that the necessary isolation could 
be enforced. 

It is understood that an attempt was made 12 years ago by 
American capitalists to secure control of the tin market by 
the purchase of the crude tin which was to be shipped to 
America and smelted there. This proposition, however, was 
abandoned because of the imposition of heavy export duty on 
the article. It is not believed that the same difficulty would be 
encountered by the method as above outlined. 


In view of the fact that 78 per cent. of the tin is mined by 
the Chinese, it seems probable that a large portion of this 
could be divérted to the American smelter by giving the prin- 
cipal Chinese mine owners shares in the establishment, and 
thus making the success of the firm of equal interest to the 
miners. If, therefore, the Government decided to impose a 
heavy export duty, the burden of this duty would fall on the 
shoulders of the present smelting companies as well as the 
Américan company, as a discriminating tax could hardly be 
imposed. 


Large Profits and Dividends. 

That such an industry can be initiated in the face of heavy 
opposition is well illustrated by the success of the Eastern 
Smelting Co., the business of which was formerly carried on by 
a Chinese and taken over by the Penang Co. on January 1, 
1908. At that time the Straits Trading Co. had practically a, 
monopoly of the industry. Since then the works have been 
considerably improved and extended, and the company has its 
own Offices, stores, etc., throughout the peninsula. As reported 
previously, this company has been sold to a London group, 
the head of which is Sir Ernest Birch, formerly British Resi- 
dent of Perak. The capital is $1,250,000, divided into 200,000 
ordinary shares of $5 each and 50,000 preferred ordinary 
shares of $5 each; 150,000 ordinary shares will be issued as 
fully paid in satisfaction of the purchase consideration, the re- 
maining 50,000 shares being held in reserve for future issue. 
The preferred ordinary shares will be entitled to a cumulative 
preferential dividend of 10 per cent. per annum and also to 
participate pro rata with the holders of the ordinary shares in 


the surplus assets, after repayment of the ordinary share cap- 
ital. 


The foregoing proposition is well worth consideration from 
the standpoint of economy to American consumers of tin. It 


may be added that the Straits Trading Co. has paid dividends 
as high as 80 per cent.

$533,997, and the imports for the same month aggregated 
1,286,877 pounds valued at $48,284. 

The figures of the Bureau of Statistics, Department of 
Commerce and Labor, show a marked change in the trade 
movements of tin plate. The October imports and exports, 
stated in quantities, during the last three years are as follows: 

October, 1909—Imports, 11,117,035 lbs; exports, 1,414,- 
110 Ibs. 

October, 1910—Imports, 3,737,997 lbs.; exports, 1,236,- 
141 lbs. 

October, 1911—Imports, 1,286,877 lbs.; exports, 15,941,- 
893 lbs. 

The marked decline in the imports during the last two 
years, as explained in a statement recently issued by the Bu- 
reau of Statistics, is due to the high price of tin plates in for- 
eign countries, coupled with relatively lower prices in the 
United States. In October, 1911, the average import price of 
tin plates was 3.8 cents per pound, against 3.2 cents in Oc- 
tober of last year, and 2.7 cents in October, 1909. As the 
value of imported articles is based upon their actual, whole- 
sale price in the country from which exported to the United 
States, the figures quoted would seem to indicate a steady rise 
in the foreign price of tin plates, due in part to the rapid 
growth of the canning industry in all parts of the world. The 
growth in the domestic canning and preserving industry in 
the United States alone is illustrated by the fact that the value 
of products has increased from 38 million dollars in 1890 to 
157 million in 1909. Practically all the tin plate imported 
into the United States is the product of the United Kingdom. 

Most of the tin plate imported in the recent years has been 
for use in the manufacture of cans and other articles used in 
the export trade, in which case 99 per cent. of the duty was 
refunded under the drawback law. The marked advance in 
price of tin plates abroad has apparently led to the substi- 
tution of domestic tin plate for the foreign article for use in 


- exportation. The cause of this change in the movement of tin 


plates in our foreign commerce as quoted from an authority 
on the subject in a recent discussion prepared by the Bureau 
of Statistics, are as follows: 

“A number of reasons have contributed to the changes in 
the statistics referred to. The price of tin plates advanced 
very materially abroad, owing to the high price of sheet bars, 
augmented by the enormous increase on the continent and all 
over the world in the demand for tin plate for canning fruits, 
vegetables, fish, meats, and oil products. The demand for tin 
plate as containers for oil-products alone has increased tremen- 
dously, by reason of the development of oil-producing proper- 
ties in Mexico, India, Persia, and Borneo, to say nothing of 
the increase in demand in Russia as a result of more stable 
political conditions in that country. The largely increased 
consumptive demand of the world has taxed the productions of 
foreign mills to the utmost. Under these circumstances, Amer- 
ican mills have supplied an increasing share of the require- 
ments of American consumers for domestic consumption and 
export.”’ 


HOW TO OBTAIN JAMAICAN ORDERS. 


American manufacturers desiring to extend their Jamaican 
trade should send competent representatives empowered to 
quote prices (either delivered at Kingston or f. o. b. Atlantic 
seaports) and to remain long enough to become acquainted 
with the business houses and trade requirements of the island. 
A group of firms turning out noncompeting products could 
send one salesman to handle the several lines. 

The benefits of personal solicitation were clearly shown in 
the case of an American maker of ready-mixed paints. A trav- 
eling representative, who had been given permission to re- 
main in Jamaica as long as he thought necessary, was very

brand of paint could be found in nearly every hardware and 
general-merchandise house in Jamaica. He kept coming an- 
nually for several years, then his visits ceased, with the result 
that English paint manufacturers who canvassed the field ob- 
tained a foothold and almost pushed the American product out 
of this market. 

There is, in the Kingston consulate, a commercial reading 
room furnished with desks and chairs and containing more 
than 1,000 catalogues representing many branches of American 
manufacturers, all carefully filed and indexed, and current 
copies of about 100 trade publications. The local press has 
been used to give publicity to this reading room, and once a 
fortnight there is sent to the Jamaica Board of Trade all 
journals that are two or four weeks old. While many intend- 
ing purchasers avail themselves of the opportunity thus af- 
forded to consult American trade literature, the reading room 
is not patronized as much as it is hoped it will be in the 
future.
